Thirty  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  I8  cases  of  Diphtheria  were 
notified  during  the  year.  All  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  of  a 
mild  t^wDe.  There  vrere  no  deaths,  from  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria. 

Measles  was  ver^?’  prevalent  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  85 
cases  were  notified/ none  being  fatal.  Many ^ of  the  cases  were 
complicated  by  the  occurrence  of  Obtitis  Media.  These  cleared  up 
under  treatment  with  no  impairment  of  hearing.
